This  film  demonstrates  HOW  grasshoppers  can  be  controlled,  through 
individual  and  community  action  in  spraying  infested  areas,  to  minimize  the 
damage  caused  by  this  insect — one  of  the  farmer's  most  dangerous  enemies. 
Ravenous  and  indiscriminate  eaters,  they  attack  such  crops  as  corn,  cotton, 
wheat,  small  grains,  grasses,  truck  crops,  and  leaves  and  bark  of  both  fruit 
and  shade  trees,  not  only  in  the  so-called  "grasshopper  states,"  but  through- 
out the  United  States.  The  film  explains  conditions  that  are  good  and  bad 
for  egg  laying  and  multiplying  and  shows  how  serious  outbreaks  may 
develop.
